Guatemala City dispatches to the 
Mex ico City newspape 
of the re­ 
ceipt of word from Puerto Cabezas, 
N icaragua that J uan Sacai-a, head of 
the Liberal 
gov ernment 
there 
has 
sent a note to Secretary of State Kel­ 
logg energetically protesting against 
“ North American interv ention in Nic­ 
aragua.” 
President Sacasa is reported also to 
hav e demanded the withdrawal of the 
U. S. m arines, otherwise he would re­ 
quest all Spanish-American countries 
to giv e armed aid in com bating the 
“ Yankee inv asion of Nicaragua.” 
This letter ex presses the hope that 
“ guided by reason and justice y our il­ 
lustrious gov ernment will order the 
necessary recitification, which will be 
bound to the prestige and honor of 
the great American democracy .” 
Epsinosa tells how on December 23. 
the warships, Clev eland and Denv er, 
“ without precedent or perm it of any 
kind, v iolently disembarked the regu­ 
lar armed forces of American marines 
and occupied Nicaragua and the pro­ 
v isional residence of the president.” 
When, after Sacasa had made cer- 
bal protestation, a com mission of the 
Liberal gov ernment “ form ally deliv er­ 
ed the protest of the gov ernm ent and 
the people of Nicaragua against an 
outrage for which there is no name,” 
and requested an ex planation, the let­ 
ter say s, “ the captain of the Clev eland 
ex plained that he m erely obey ed the 
orders of Real Admiral Latimer and 
that he was only establishing a neu­ 
tral zone.” 
Espinosa ex plains that while this 
com mission was being told that Dr. 
Sacasa and the members of his gov ­ 
ernm ent would be able to use the wire 
less station to send m essages in Span­ 
ish and English, but not in code, the 
marines, 
“ which 
numbered 
in 
the 
neighborhood 
of 5 00, distributed 
in 
patrols, 
surrounded 
the presidential 
house, which was guarded by 20 men, 
and the two warships had their guns 
trained toward the gov ernm ent house 
and the m ilitary barracks, where a 
small 
Nicaraguan 
garrison 
was 
housed.” 
“ The w ireless office rejected 
some 
m essages in Spanish relativ e to these 
ev ents, addressed to 
the director 
of 
the Pan-American Union in W ashing 
ton and to the representativ e of our 
constitutional 
gov ernment 
in Costa 
Rica. 
“ A t the same time and under the 
sam e conditions about 6 00 Americar 
m arines 
landed at 
Rio Grande, 
at 
which place the gov ernm ent held part 
of its war material guarded by a gar­ 
rison of 8 0 men. 
They declared this 
territory a neutral zone, disarmed the 
soldiers and appropriated by v iolence 
the war material there. 
“ The 
sim ple 
narration 
of 
these 
ev ents will 
serv e to 
bring 
to y our 
mind the conv iction that the Americar. 
forces, which, without any right, hav e 
occupied 
Puerto 
Cabezas 
and 
Rio 
Grande, 
hav e 
v iolated 
Nicaraguan 
sov ereignty , not only ov errunning the 
territory of the republic, but also im­ 
posing restrictions on the highest func 
tionary of state, who represents the 
national dignity , since he was elected 
by the free v ote of the people in full 
ex ercise of their inalienable rights.” 
“ H owev er,” he adds, ‘these acts are 
not new, for in 1912 American ma­ 
rines inv aded the country to sustair 
Adolfo Diaz in the presidency against 
the national will. 
W ith the repetition 
of interv ention, requested by the sama 


Senor Diaz, and to sustain him anew 
as president against the constitution 
and against public opinion, hte time 
has arriv ed to define once for all what 
is the international status of Nicara­ 
gua. 
“ It is a free, sov ereign and indepond 
ent nation, capable, of m aintaining the 
gov ernm ent it has, or must we accept 
the painful conclusion that it is a 
colony or a protectorate? 
“ Has the United States of America 
forgotten that small nations hav e a 
! right to independent life in the inter­ 
national concert? 
Who designates the 
! gov ernm ent of Nicaragua— the people 
with their v ote at the elections, or the 
gov ernm ent of the United States with 
its recognition ? 
“ The mere fact that Don Adolfo 
Diaz requests to 
be maintained 
in 
power by the aid of foreign forces is 
proof that he lacks the backing of the 
people of the country ; and the moral 
and material support which y our gov ­ 
ernm ent is 
lending him 
is the only 
title which h e . has for usurping the 
post which, according to the constitu­ 
tion, belong to Dr. Sacasa. 
“ Would it not be worthy the great­ 
ness of y our country 
to 
allow 
the 
people of Nicaragua to settle their af­ 
fairs? 
This is what the geueral rules 
of international law demand, as well 
as the most elem entary principles of 
justice proclaimed by y our 
gov ern­ 
m ent and recorded as law in the Cen­ 
tral American treaty of W ashington. 
Thus we would be able to arriv e at 
the straight road to the peace which 
is so necessary for my country , guid­ 
ed by the practices of her free institu­ 
tions, and so sincerely strengthen the 
relations between our peoples.”

Seek to Make Fish 
“ Plant” Mussel Beds 
Muscatine, Iowa.—A permanent sup­ 
ply of mussel shells, the raw material 
for manufacturers of buttons, knife 
handles, buckles and other ornamental 
articles, Is promised by ex periments 
being conducted at the United States 
biological 
station 
at 
Fairport, near 
here, by Dr. M. M. Ellis of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Missouri. 
Mussel beds hav e been built up In 
the 
past 
by 
inoculating 
fish 
with 
glochidia, the larv a of the mussel, and 
releasing these “ host” fish in sections 
of the riv er most suitable for mussel 
shell production. 
The glochidia drop 
off and mature in three or four y ears 
on the riv er bed. 
Doctor Ellis’ ex periments seek 
a 
method of chemically dev eloping the 
larv a to a stage where the glochidia 
might be “ planted” without the use 
of “ host fish,” thus eliminating the 
uncertainty as to where the mussels 
are to be grown Button makers see in 
the process the possibility of dev elop­ 
ing priv ately owned and stocked mus­ 
sel beds.

Cahokia, 111.—The historic old North­ 
west territory will live again hero 
when tiie Northwest Teiritory Sesqu l- 
centennial exhibition will be held iu 
1928. 
Plans are now u nder way for 
the sesqu icentenu ial, following the or­ 
ganization of the Northwest territory 
commission of 100 residents of Caho­ 
kia, direct descendants of the early 
French settlers, and the preparation 
of incorporation papers by State Rep­ 
resentative Thomas L. l-'ekete of East 
St. Lou is. 
Under three flags, the flou r de lis of 
France, the u nion jack of (.real Brit­ 
ain and the stars and stripes of the 
United Stales, the destiny of the ter­ 
ritory has been formed for more than 
200 years. 
The states of Ohio, Indi­ 
ana, Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin 
now comprise what was then an u n­ 
broken wilderness, inhabited by sav­ 
ages, wild beasts and a few traveling 
missionaries and tradesmen.

Rogers Clark hu d won the cou ntry 
northwest of the Ohio, the state of 
Virginia, on the basis of its claim to 
that region, passed an act establish­ 
ing the “cou nty of Illinois,” for the 
pu rpose of providing a temporary form 
of government and affording necessary 
protection to the inhabitants.

1778, 
Patrick 
Henry, who was then governor of Vir­ 
ginia, appointed Col. John Todd as 
cou nty lieu tenant; in the spring of 1779 
Todd set u p his government, bu t diili- 
cu lties arose and he left the cou ntry 
in the fall of 1779 or 1780. 
Virginia had been forced to with­ 
draw its su pport of the Northwest ter­ 
ritory becau se of difficu lties at home 
and the necessity for some sort of gov­ 
ernment for the u norganized western 
cou ntry had become very u rgent. 
Government for the territory was 
contained in the ordinance of 1787, 
passed Ju ly 13 of that year, and on 
October 5 Gen. Arttiu r St. Clair was 
elected the first governor of the Con­ 
gress of t he Confederation at the time 
the ordinance was passed. 


O h i o Sl ic ed Off. 
Congress desired to admit Ohio to 
the Union as soon as possible, so in 
May, 1800, an act of congress sliced 
away that state, and all that part 
lying west of a line beginning at the

Fort Recovery and thence north to 
the Canadian border was called Indi­ 
ana territory. The censu s of that year 
showed only 4,873 persons, exclu sive 
of Indians, living in the territory. 
A fu rther division o c c u r r e d in 1805, 
when congress detached all that part 
o f the Indian territory north and east 
of the sou thern extreme of Lake Mich­ 
igan and cu lled it the Territory of 
Michigan. 
It was not u ntil Febru ary 3, 1809, 
that the Illinois territory was set off 
by congress. 
It was an isolated strip 
of frontier, extending north from the 
Ohio 
to 
the 
Canadian border and 
stretching from the Wabash river to 
the Mississippi in width, with Kas- 
k a ski a as its capital and with prac­ 
tically all of its settlements in the 
sou thern part.

German Naval Cadets Parade in Honolulu 


Reported To H a v e Asked 
Spanish-A in e r i c a ii Na­

Guatemala City dispatches to the 
Mexico City news pap* 
of the re­ 
ceipt of word from Puerto Cabezas, 
Nicaragua that Juan Saco, a, head of 
the Liberal 
government 
there 
has 
sent a note to Secretary of State Kel­ 
logg’ energetically protesting against 
“North American intervention in Nic­ 
aragua.” 
President Sacasa is reported also to 
have demanded the withdrawal of the 
U. S. marines, otherwise he would re­ 
quest all Spanish-American countries 
to give armed aid in combating the 
“Yankee invasion of Nicaragua.” 
This letter expresses the hope that 
“guided by reason and justice your il­ 
lustrious government will order the 
necessary reeitifieation, which will be 
bound to the prestige and honor of 
the great American democracy.” 
Epsinosa tells how on December 23. 
the warships, Cleveland and Denver, 
“without precedent or permit of any 
kind, violently disembarked the regu­ 
lar armed forces of American marines 
and occupied Nicaragua and the pro­ 
visional residence of the president.” 
When, after Sacasa had made cer- 
bal protestation, a commission of the 
Liberal government “formally deliver­ 
ed the protest of the government and 
the people of Nicaragua against an 
outrage for which there is no name,” 
and requested an explanation, the let­ 
ter says, “the captain of the Cleveland 
explained that he merely obeyed the 
orders of Ileal Admiral Latimer and 
that he was only establishing a neu­ 
tral zone.” 
Espinosa explains that while this 
commission was being told that Dr. 
Sacasa and the members of his gov­ 
ernment would be able to use the wire

They declared this 
territory a neutral zone, disarmed the 
soldiers and appropriated by violence 
the war material there. 
“The 
simple 
narration 
of 
these 
events will 
serve to 
bring 
to your 
mind the conviction that the American 
forces, which, without any right, have 
occupied 
Puerto 
Cabezas 
and 
Rio 
Grande, 
have violated 
Nicaraguan 
sovereignty, not only overrunning the 
territory of the republic, but also im­ 
posing restrictions on the highest func 
tionary of state, who represents the 
national dignity, since he was elected 
by the free vote of the people in full 
exercise of their inalienable rights.” 
“ However,” he adds, ‘these acts are 
not new, for in 1912 American ma­ 
rines invaded the country to sustair 
Adolfo Diaz in the presidency against 
the national will. With the repetition 
A intervention, requested by the s&mi 


Senor Diaz, and to sustain him anew 
as president against the constitution 
and against public opinion, hte time 
has arrived to define once for all what 
is the international status of Nicara­ 
gua. 
“It is a free, sovereign and independ 
|ent nation, capable.of maintaining the 
government it has, or must we accept 
the painful conclusion that it is a 
colony or a protectorate ? 
“Has the United States of America 
'forgotten that small nations have a 
right to independent life in the inter­ 
national concert? 
Who designates the 
'government of Nicaragua—the people 
with their vote at the elections, or the 
government of Hie United States with 
its recognition? 
“The mere fact that Don Adolfo 
Diaz requests to 
be maintained 
in 
power by the aid of foreign forces is 
proof that he lacks the backing of the 
people of the country; and the moral 
and material support which your gov­ 
ernment is 
lending him 
is the only 
title which he. has for usurping the 
post which, according to the constitu­ 
tion, belong to Dr. Sacasa. 
“Would it not be worthy the great­ 
ness of your country 
to 
allow 
the 
people of Nicaragua to settle their af­ 
fairs? 
This is what the geueral rules 
of international law demand, cs well 
as the most elementary principles of 
justice proclaimed by your 
govern­ 
ment and recorded as law in the Cen­ 
tral American treaty of Washington. 
Thus We would be able to arrive at 
the straight road to the peace which 
is so necessary for my country, guid­ 
ed by the practices of her free institu­ 
tions, and so sincerely strengthen the 
relations between our peoples.”

biological station at 
Fairport, near
